6000 MEN JOIN IN STRIKE 
AT CLEVELAND TO FORCE A 
REDUCTION IN MEAT PRICE 


Employes in 24 Shops Agree and 
Plan Is to Spread Through- 


out Ohio. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 17.—Cleveland’s 
anti-meat strike as a blow at the in- 
creased cost of living was in full swing 
today. It is estimated that fully 6000 
men have signed a pledge to abstain 
from meat for a month in an effort to 
break the ‘high prices. - 

An effort will be made by promoters 








a similar movement has been started In 


followers. While the strike is directed 
at the high cost of meat, the advanced 
price of other. staple foods will not be 
overlooked. 
The movement ‘started last — 
when the foremen of three factories con- 
ceived the idea of having their men 
sign a pledge to abstain from meat. 
Workmen fell in with the plan, and 
today it was reported that in 24 shops 
where the petition had been circulated 
there are more than 6000 signers, repre- 
senting a population of 30,000. 
A prominent dealer in livestock is au- 
thority for the statement that if the 
meat-eating were stopped for one week 
prices would drop to the right level. 

It is predicted that by the end of the 
week upwards of 20, 000 families will be 
enlisted in the movement.

In doubtful districts the party organ- 
izers were reinforced by an army of 
canvassers and few voters escaped. In 
all, 104 seats were contested today. Of 
these 31 were London constituencies and 


78 provincial boroughs. Last year the 
Unionists held 36 of the 104, the Liberals 
52 and the Laborites 16. The proportion 
for London alone was: Unionists, 17; 
Liberals, 12, and Laborites, 2. 

The City of London itself is quite safe 
for the Unionists and A: J. Balfour and 
Sir F. G. Banbury doubtiess will re- 
eeive majorities even larger than they 
had at the last election. 


Several Seats in Danger. 
There are a number of prominent 


members of the last House, however, 
whose seats are in danger. John Burns, 
President of the Local Government 
Board, is having a hard fight against 
A, Shirley Benn, the Unionist candi- 
date for Battersea and Clapham, Bat- 
tersea Division. In 1908 Burns had a 
majority of 1600, but that was abnormal, 
his majority at the previous election 
having been only 24.

Hunton’s Death Like Others. 
The death of Hunton was attended by 
the characteristic symptoms of apo- 
plexy, which was the cause assigned 
by Dr. G. T. Twyman and Dr. B. Clark 
Hyde, who attended him. Until the 
revelations came in connection with the 
other deaths, there was not the slight- 
est suspicion that there was anything 
unnatural about his death. Now, how- 
éver, it is thought he may have been 
a victim of some subtle poison, the 
symptoms of which would simulate 
those of apoplexy. 
Hunton was the cousin afd most .in- 
timate friend of Col. Swope. He was 
named as a beneficiary in the will of 
Col. Swope and was to have been one 
of three executors of the estate. If 
he had survived Col. Swope he would 
have received a bequest of about $50,000. 
His death two days before the death of 
Col. Swope caused the amouat of his 
bequest to revert to the residue ‘to be 
divided, under the terms of the will, 
among the nephews and nieces. If he 
had survived Col. Swope the bequest 
would have gone to his estate. 
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Mrs. Swope’s family, her son-in-law, Dr. 
B. Clark Hyde, was at the table when 
Hunton was stricken. Hunton suddenly 
found himself unable, to raise a glass 
of water to his Ifps. As he felt his 
powers slipping from him, he cried out 
that something terrible was happening 
to him, straightened back in his chair, 
became rigid and.collapsed. Dr. Hyde 
sought to relieve him and was aided by 
Dr. Twyman, who Qurriedly was sum- 
‘moned. . Recognizing the symptoms as 
indicating apoplexy, they save him the 
customary treatment, but it was unavail- 
ing and he died within a few hours. 

The deaths of the three men added 
more than a million and @ half to the 
residue to be divided among the sur- 
viving nephews and nieces. If Miss 
Margaret Swope, who had symptoms 
like those of Col.. Swope and Chrisman 
Swope, had died, the survivors would 
have profited to the extent of her share, 
which would have reverted to the resi- 
due. The death of Hunton before the 
death of Col. Swope kept in the estate 
the $60,000 he would have received. 

The death of Vol. Swope before he 
could change his will so as to provide 
for a great charity kept $1,400,000 In the 
estate. 

The déath of Chrisman caused his 
share, $190,000, to revert to the estate. 
the other victims of typhoid 
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dropped, according to the other direc- 
tors because they are not now large 
holders of its stock. In Beggs’ case, 
the further reason was given that he 
lives in Milwaukée, while the Laclede is 
now owned in St. Louis. 

Campbell is president of the North 
American Co., whidh lately sold the 
Laclede Co. to its present owners. 
Beggs is Milwaukee representative of 
the American and is one of its ree 
stockholders. 

Mallinckrodt is president of the chem- 
ical company bearing his name, and 
Church is a broker. The other direc- 
tors, who were re-elected, are Adolphus 
Busch, W. K. Bixby, D. R. Calhoun, 
Murray Carleton, August Gehner, C. L. 
Holman, C. H. Huttig, Alonzo Potter,

Six suits charging the Terminal Rail- 
road Association with unlawfully occu- 
pying city streets were filed in the 
Clark Avenu Police Court Monday by 
City Attorney Anderson. These are the 
first of approximately 2200 suits to, be 
filed. by Anderson in the legal fight to 
deprive the Terminal association of 
enjoy& under 
mayors’ permits. 

The aggregate of fines possible under 
the suits will “be about $1,000,000. Six 
sults a day against the Terminal asso- 
ciation will be filed for each day it has 
occupied city streets since Feb. 1, 1909. 

The suits are brought under section 
1224 of ordinance 22902, which prohibits 
any person or corporation from occu- 
pying city streets without an ordi- 
nance specifically watery’ that au- 
thority upon them. 

Suits Snecify Offenses, 

It is. charged in the six suits filed 
Monday that the Terminal association 
occupies Atlantic street in or near city 
block 1738 Ewing avenue, in or near 
city block 2253, Scott avenue, in or near 
city block 2551, Cardinal avenue in our 
near city block 2650, Bernard street in 
or near city block 2552 and Montrose 
street in or near city block 1738, with- 
out leave of ordinance. It is specifical- 
ly charged that the association obstruc:- 
ed these streets Feb. 1, 1908, by cars 
and trains of cars operated and run 
over railroad tracks across the streets. 

The maximum fine for unlawfully oc- 
cupying the streets is $500 a day. Eacn 
day a street is occupied constitutes 4 
separate offense. The minimum fine i: 
$10 a day. 


Can Prosecute Only for Year. 
The streets have been occupied by the 


Ferminal under mayor’s permits for 2 
much longer time than one year, but 
on account of the statute of lIimita- 
tions, which provides that action must 
be commenced within one year after the 
commission of an offense, the City At- 
torney is barred, from bringing suits 
antedating Jan. 17): 1909. He selected 
Feb. 1 as the date for the first sults, 
as a matter of convenience,

in charge of its car service, 
have been subpenaed as witnesses by 
Mr. Anderson. 

Street Commissioner James C. Tra- 
villa, and his assistant, Ralph D. Bier- 
man, have been subpenaed as witnesses 
to prove just what streets are occupied 
by the Terminal with its tracks. 

Anderson began proceedings against 
the Terminal Association on his own 
initiative after an opinion was rendered 
by the City Counselor holding that the 
mayors’ permits were illegal. After An- 
derson gave out an interview stating 
that he was going to bring the suits, 
Mayor Kreismann decided to give him 
the assistance of the Mayor's office in 
filing and prosecuting the cases.

Takes Time Between Gigan- 
tic Deals to Buy Old 
World’s Art Treasures.

NEW YORK, Jan, 17.~—John Pierpont 
Morgan, who will be 73 years old next 
April, is on his thira lap beyond the lim- 
it of three score and ten set by a He- 
brew prophet. And he is the master of 
more complicated affairs of business to- 
day than ever before in his life. 

At 33 Napoleon was the conquerer ot 
Europe. When he had reached the age 
of 4, Napoleon said he was an old man. 
At 73 Morgan is a young man—young in 
spirit, in activity, in hope for still more 
work to do. Only one man of modern 
times—William Ewart Gladstone—can be 
compared to Morgan in this regard. 
Gladstone died at 8, and was as virile, 
intellectually, as at any period in his 
career. Morgan's vigor of body is as 
notable as that of his mind. 

Railroads, banks, trust companies, 
steamship lines, life insurance, fire in- 
surance, the greatest industrial enter- 
prises the world has ever known—these 
are the pawns in the majestic game he 
plays every day. And at a plain filat- 


of the unpretentious bullding that 
houses the bank of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
he can be seen at work from about 9 to 
4 every week day at this season, by ev- 
erybody who enters the first floor of 
the building. Morgan can be looked at 
there. No partition separates his office 
from the main corridor. 

Big Problems Alene Interest. 
He can be looked at—that’s about all. 
He can’t be “seen” unless the visitor 
has a proposffion to submit for the 
sale of a railroad system, the financing 
of another huge industrial combination, 
tne disposal of a telephone network 
covering a half dozen states—things like 
these interest Morgan. 

Or, if the visitor has a life insurance 
company he wishes to dispose of, with 
a half billion or more of assets, Morgan 
will receive him and take over the con- 
cern while waiting to. close a deal for 
the consolidation of a few truct com- 
panies which may want to be Morgan- 
ized. 
Morgan's seventy-third year has been 
the most active and hustling of his life. 
And he has been Morganizing 53 years. 
His father before him was a banker, 
but his father did not Morganize. True, 
the father established a branch bank in 
London, but before that institution—still 
known under the original name of J. S. 
Morgan & Co,—became a recognized fac- 
tor in. European finance, it had wto be 
Morganized by the son. 
Morgan goes over there once a year, 
but instead of busying himself with the 
bank much he dashes across the chan+ 
nel to the continent and picks up all 
the fine bits of art lying around for 
sale: He has Gone so much of this that 
the old fogy Europeans say he is de- 
spoiling their finest private galleries 
with his gold, just as Napoleon plun- 
dered them more than a century ago 
with his invincible legions. 

New Louvre for New York. 

Morgan is going to do for this coun- 
try in that line just what Napoleon did 
for France. Some day his marvelous art 
collections, stored in Europe because of 
o tariff laws, will be brought over 
here—and lo! there will spring up in 
New York another Louvre, or as near

While he was abroad last year evolv- 
ing some of the tremendous business 
coups he has achieved in his seventy- 
third year, he is said to have pur- 
“etn more valuable works of art than 

any years of his career as a col-

the business season, he paid $3300 for 
the first pamphlet of Poe’s ‘‘Murders of 
the Rue Morgue."" No such amount was 
ever paid for a bit of home-made liter- 
ature.

First Health Commissioner 
Declares Rigid Daily In- 
spection Is Needed. 


— — — 


Charles W. Francis, the first Health 
Commissioner of St. Louis, is not a 
suffragette sympathizer in every sense, 
but he believes that woman as sani- 
tary inspectors are the only agents by 
which the St. Louis Ghetto can be kept 
clean. 

He takes issue with the phthisis ex- 

perts, who declare the unsanitary ten- 
ements in the district must be torn 
down to stamp out consumption germs, 
which, they declare, make it the most 
unhealthful spot in the conntry. 
“I tried women in the Ghetto as in- 
Spectors, and they were eminently suc- 
cessful,” Francis said, ‘“‘and I believe 
that the six years they were at’ work 
for me was the only period in the his- 
tory of the Ghetto when that district 
was comparatively free from filth and 
disease germs.’’ 


Long Served the City y. 
Francis was Health Commissioner of 


St. Louis from 1877 to 1883, the first of- 
ficer of that kind St. Louis ever had. 
and he was connected with the Health 
Department for 33 years, being chief 
sanitary officer for years after his 
retirement as commissioner, and hold- 
ing the office of Assistant Health Com- 
missioner until the present adminjgtra- 
ion 

He says he is deeply interested in the 
present movement to “clean up” the 
Ghetto, for the reason that he devoted 
his especial attention to that quarter 
for many years while he was in office 
and found it a problem to tax the in- 
genuity and resourcefulness of any man. 
“The health of St. Louis depends in 
a large measure on the health of the 
Ghetto,” he said, “and for that reason 
the Ghetto weighs heavily on the minds 
of the health offices. The only way

the Ghetto can be made sanitary, and 
I speak from experience, is by rigid 
daily inspection. The people of the 
Ghetto are not a bad sort, but they are 
ignorant. 

Must Be Cleaned Daily. 

“To clean the Ghetto and expect it 
to stay clean would be folly. It must 
be cleaned daily, and that under the 
direction of strict and competent - in- 
spectors. This talk of sanitary plurnb- 
ing in the Ghetto is sheer nonsense. 
The only sanitary plumbing those peo- 
pple understand is running water anid 
plenty of it. 

“To keep the Ghetto in sanitary 
plumbing would require a policeman 
and inspector in every house, the po- 
liceman to protect the plumbing an’! 
the inspector to show the tenants how 
to use it. 

“It will do no good to put the denizens 
of the Ghetto either into palaces or po- 
lice courts. They would not understand 
a palace, and the Jefferson Hotel would 
goon be filthy if they were allowed the 
run of the place. Neither would they 
understand what it was all about were 
they arrested and fined every day in the 
week. 

Needs Tactful Inapection, 

that the Ghetto needs is strict 
inspection, plenty of air 
and running water. There is no need 
for costly tenements with sanitary 
plumbing, for the people would not un- 
derstand them. 

“For about six years, starting 12 years 
ago, I employed five women, assisted 
by two men, to inspect the Ghetto. They 
were assigned to small districts and 
were required to. make daily inspections. 
They were eminently successful. As in- 
spections are made in the daytime, it is 
the women who are encountered in the 
tenemerits. For this reason women in- 
spectors are better than men. Then, too, 
they were zealous, and that helped. 

“My force of women kept the Ghetto 
clean and sanitervy even during the

Mr. C. R. Gray, vice-president of the Frisco, is 
an able and experienced railroad man. His arti- 
cle in the Sunday Post-Dispatch concerning the 
controversy over the arbitrary and the Terminal 
Association’s charges and service contained inter- 
esting and valuable material worthy of consider- 
ation.

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MOVING UPWARD. 
Charles P. Heike, secretary of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, has been indicted by the 
Federal grand jury in New York for conspiracy 
t» defraud the United States. He is said to have 
held a confidential relationship to the late Henry 
O. Havemeyer who was for many years the head 
and master of the great trust. His indictment 
therefore menaces the highest officials of the cor- 
rupt organization, and gives promise of a gen- 
eral vindication of the law. 
The indictment is the more gratifying because 
there has been a widespread fear the prosecution 
would not beable to obtain evidence directly con- 
necting the higher officers of the company and 
o* the Government with the frauds committed by 
the weighers of the Custom House. The fear was 
largely due to the attitude of the convicted weigh- 
ers when on trial. At the time of pronouncing 
sentence upon them, the judge intimated that he 
might have been lenient toward them had they 
shown any spirit of penitence. “However,” said 
he, “such is not their position. They challenge 
the ‘verdict, they deny their guilt, they take the 
position that what they did was done voluntarily 
without orders from higher officers, not that I 
believe that is the fact, but that is their position 
before the court.” :

HE prevalent idea that fighters, as 
7 a rule, are vicious and cruel is er- 
roneous. I have known some pug- 
ilists of prominence who were so gen- 
tle in thought as to be actually “chicken 
hearted” over the most trivial matters. 
Old Joe Goss couldnt stand to see a 
chicken killed. I have also known fight- 
ers who would fight all day in the ring 
and then be afraid to go into a dark 
room. Kid Broad, they tell me, couldn't 
sleep in a room without a light in it. 
Fighting becomes a business pure and 
simple. The knockout is merely a de- 
tail of the job. I never experienced a 
thrill of pleasure in knocking a man 
out, and I have often wished that fights 
could be settled without the necessity 
of rendering a man unconscious. Still, 
the public won’t have it any other way. 
The fight fans are always more vicious 
in temperament than the fighters. They 
are responsible for most of the prize 
ring’s brutality. The reader has prob- 
ably attended many fights in which he 
saw one of the combatants staggering 
around the ring and the other hesitating 
to strike the deciding blow until his 
opponent was able to put up his hands. 
“Finish him! Finish him!’ the spec- 
tators will yell. “Go on and knock him 
out!’ You have seen and heard that 
many times if you attend boxing 
matches. The fighter is thus forced to 
Geliver a blow on the face of a help- 
less man when he really hates to do it. 


Hates te Knock a Man Out. 

S I left the barge that memorable 
A night in April, after having 

whipped John Fileod, I was thinking 
about these things. He wanted me to 
fight him again and I hated to do it. 
I knew that I could knock him out 
whenever I got ready and I really hat- 
ed to take advantage of him again. 

As an illustration of this feeling on 
the part of fighters the greatest regret 
I had while in the prize ring was in 
knocking out a gigantic blacksmith 
while touring the West and offering $50 
for any man that would stand before me 
for four rounds. Evans was his name, 
I believe. I had heard that a giant 
would be up against me that night and 
I was looking over the various persons 
that came around the wings of the 
stage. 

Presently I caught sight of a stripling 
of a youth of about 18 years. He acted 
in a manner to attract my attention. He 
was plainly nervous and something ap- 
peared to be weighing on his mind. By 
intuition I picked him out as the son of 
the man who was going to fight me. 

“Come here, young fellow,’’ I said to 
the youth, and he came up trembling.

NO GUARANTY'IS MADE 


He Adds That He Has Found 
That Customers Like Sys- 
_ tem Now in Vogue. 


C. H. Crosby of New York, vice-presi- 
dent and general manager of the United 


States. Express Co., in a letter to tne 
Post-Dispatch, defends the company & 
policy of maintaining arbitrary lines in 
St. Louis beyond which free delivery of 
packages is not made. 

The Post-Dispatch laid the complaints 
of. St. Louis people before the general 
managers of all railroad express com- 
panies doing business here. Mr. Crosby 
ordered an immediate irivestigation. He 
says in his letter to the Post-Dispateh: 

This company has delivery limits 
in the eity of St, Louls upon the 
same general basis of delivery limits 
as obtains almost without exception. 
It has always been the intention of 
this company, and we believe that 
intention has been reasonably well 
carried out, to deliver goods free of 
extra charge in portions of the city 
where there was sufficient business 
to reasonably justify such delivery. 

Optional With Consigneec. 

In remote and thinly settled parts 
of the city, where the cost of de- 
livery service would absorb, and in 
some cases more than absorb, the 
charge made for the entire transpor- 
tation, we have not felt that we 
could be reasonably expected to 
make free delivery. We have never 
insisted that a consignee should re- 
ceive his consignments from a local 
delivery express selected by us, but 
we have found that the consignees 
desire to receive their packages as 
early as possible and are willing to 
pay a reasonable delivery charge to 
the local express, and have no objec- 
tion to our delivery of the same to 
a& reputable concern for that pur- 
pose. 

Such is the case in St. Louis. The 
charge that the local agent or any 
officer of this company is interested 
directly or indirectly, pecuniarily or 
in any other way, in,the local deliv- 
efy at St. Louis, is absolutely with- 
out foundation. Such interest would 
not be permitted by the manage- 
ment. I am informed that none of 
the local agents at St. Louis has 
any interest in this delivery com- 
pany. . 

I am informed that the charges for 
the local delivery express are as fol- 
lows: Patkages not over 25 pounds, 
2% cents; 2 to 50 pounds, 35 cents; 
50 to 100 pounds,. 35 cents; over 100 
pounds, 50 cents per 100 pounds. 

Delivery Not Guaranteed. 

A statement in the press that when 
the express company receives a pack- 
age addressed to a certain person in 
St. Louis whose address is given, it 
agrees to deliver that package at the 
address given, is not strictly correct. 

By reference to a copy of this 
company's express contract, it will te 
seen this company is not required to 
make delivery of property at any point 
where no delivery service is main- 
tained, nor at any point beyond the 
delivery limits established by this 
company. 

This is printed in large type, and 
there is also printed in large type on 
the margin of the receipt that deliv- 
ery of property will be made ‘only 
within delivery limite where deliv- 
ery service is maintained. This com- 
pany therefore does not contract to 
deliver packages at the address 
marked on the package, except when 
the address is within the limits es- 
tablished by this company. 


More Complaints Received, 
Complaints are still being made to. the 
Post-Dispatch and the Missouri. Rail- 
rpad and Warehouse Commission by per- 
sons who say they have been compelled 
to pay double tolls on express pack- 
ages. 
They complain that the express compae- 
nies disregard the fact that packages 
are prepaid at the point of origin and} 
compel ‘them to pay again on delivery 
here. John Mackler, a real estate deal- 
er, who lives at 5909 Highland avenue, 
and has an office in the Fullerton 
Building, says’he has been forced to 
pay double charges on express pack- 
ages for three years. ;

Council Committee Has 200 
Complaints of Refusal to 
Give bidet ; 


Traps set by the United Railways Co. 
to catch the nickels of the people are 
to be investigated by the special com- 
niuttee of the Municipal Assembly Mon- 
day afternoon. Councilman Schneider- 
hahn, chairman of the committee, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that more than 
9 complaints regarding them have been 
made against the company. 

A first-class nickel trap system is 
operated on Broadway, according to 
Countilman Schneiderahn,. Some of the 
cars are operated only between the 
North and South St. Louis car sheds. 
Cars operating the full length of the 
Broadway .line*are marked “Through.” 

Passengers going north or south of 
the sheds who get on the short line cars 
are refused transfers to the through 
cars. This compels them to pay two 
fares. Councilman .Schneiderhahn says 
the United Railways Co. is violating the 
ordinance in two respects—by failure to 
operate the cars from one end of the 
line to the other, and by refusal to is- 
sue transfers from the short line cars 
to the through cars. 

Complaint has also been made, he 
says, against the transfér system on 
the Bellefontaine line, For instance, a 
person at the cemeteries desiring to get 
to Taylor avenue and Olive street is 
compelled to ride all the way downtown 
to Sixth and Olive streets to take a car 
on that line. The passenger could get 
to his destination much quicker by 
transferring to the Grand avenue line 
at or near the Water Tower, and again 
transferring to the Olive line at Grand 
avenue. 

Transfers on transfers to westbound 
lines are issued south of Arsenal street. 
Complaint has also been made against 
the special transfer system on Grand 
avenue. District lines which often prove 
a hardship are maintained, and these 
are characterized by Councilman 
Schneiderhahn as “nickel traps.’’ 

A passenger taking the Cherokee car, 
for example, in South St. Louis, can 
get a special Wrand avenue transfer, if 
he is going west on any line north of 
Chouteau avenue. If he asks for a 
transfer west on the Park or Compton 
line it is refused.
